Union City 
Chief Just 
Left Town

The latest story out of Union 
City is that Police Chief James E. 
Bryant wasn’t fired, as first re- 
ported—he just up and quit. 


Union City councilman Shannon 
Davis said Bryant came to his 
house before breakfast Thursday 
wanting to know whether he was 
still on the town payroll. Davis 
gave him a yes answer—but with 
reservations. 


Bryant apparently didn’t like 
the reservations. He left town 
and no one could say where he 
had gone.

“‘We had intended to reprimand 
him,” Davis said, ‘‘but we hadn’t 
fired him. I told him we'd like for 
him to stay around long enough 
for us (the councilmen) to talk 
with him. But he didn’t want to 
stay around for that. 


“So, you have to say he re- 
signed—we didn’t fire him.” 


Davis wouldn’t say, for the rec- 
ord, why the councilmen wanted 
to talk to Bryant or what the 
“reservations” were. 


Bryant came to Union City in 
February to replace P. H. (Doc) 
Houston. Houston was fired early 
this year by the council, then re- 
hired by Mayor W. H. Thornton. 
It took a court order to clear up 
the Doc Houston controversy. 


The Bryant controversy was 
easier—two hours after the chief 
left Davis’ front porch he was no 
more than a memory in Union 
City.

Bryant had heard about his 
plight on his day off (Wednesday) 
in LaGrange. Mayor Thornton 
said, “Someone called him up at 
1 o’clock Wednesday morning and 
told him he was fired.”

W. E. Donaldson to ask about it. 


No one was sure just who the 
Union City police chief was, had 
been or would be.

Arms Budget Increase 


Answers Soviet Threat 


Acting in response to increased Rus- 
sian belligerence, a defense appropria- 
tions subcommittee of the Senate has 
voted almost a billion-dollar raise in the 
administration’s arms budget. This and 
perhaps other increases likely will be 
accepted by Congress. 

The increase includes a 360 million- 
dollar development program for the pro- 
posed B70 supersonic bomber, which the 
Air Force has described as a weapons sys- 
tem unto itself. The President had re- 
quested 75 millions only to continue re- 
search on the project. This decision, 
widely criticized, now bluntly has been 
overruled, 

We go along with the critics that re- 
newed Communist aggressiveness calls 
for another look at defense appropriations. 
Additional sums are needed in the precise 
areas spelled out by Gov. Rockefeller in 
his clear statement of purpose on 
Wednesday. He pointed out that our mis- 
siles are inferior, our bases vulnerable 
and that our forces for limited war are 
inadequate. 

Should the hikes be approved by 
Congress, the President probably will sign 
them. But this is no assurance the money 
will be made available. The administra- 
tion in the past has overridden legislative 
intent simply by refusing to use the ap- 
propriated funds. 

If the latter again be the case, the 
country will note that Congress has tried 
to meet its obligations while the admin- 
istration, guided by the Bureau of the 
Budget, still gambles with national se- 
curity.

Concern About Crime, 


Penology Is Justified 


Georgia’s penal system is doing what 
amounts to a half-way job. 

The same applies to law enforcement 
officers in certain areas, especially some 
of the border counties. 

Imprisonment in Georgia usually 
means one only thing: confinement. Afl 
too often it doesn’t even mean that for 
very long because of the sieve-like nature 
of some county work camps. 

Rehabilitation efforts are inadequate 
and in many units of the penal system 
practically nil. The result is reflected in 
the high number of repeaters. 

Roadside clip joints, speed traps, large- 
scale moonshine liquor operations and 
other evils attest to the deficiency in law 
enforcement in some counties. 

In view of such failings, the Atlanta 
Citizens Crime Committee has suggested 
creation of a state crime commission, a 
proposal which Gov. Vandiver said yes- 
terday he will not heed at present be- 
cause “crime is not rampant in the state.” 

If the state can and will effect correc- 
tions through its existing agencies and 
manpower, well and good. If not, little 
time should be lost in creating a crime 
commission that will pinpoint the needs 
and insist upon proper action. Georgia 
cannot forever brush under the rug its 
laxity in penal reforms and law en- 
forcement in some counties. 
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Would Mrs. Blitch Want 
That Money Refunded? 


A total of $82,264 in federal grants for 
seven Georgia school systems was ap- 
proved Thursday. 


They are among numerous alloca- 
tions made in recent years to school sys- 
tems that are crowded because of a heavy 
influx of federal employes. 


This is federal aid to education. It has 
been accepted gladly. There have been 
no repercussions. 


Yet Georgia’s congressional delega- 
tion fights tooth and nail against the mere 
mention of legislation whereby all school 
systems could receive federal aid for ad- 
ditional classrooms, teachers’ salaries, etc. 


Congresswoman Iris Blitch’s statement 
yesterday was typical of the suspicious at- 
titude held by the state’s delegation. The 
true intent behind federal aid to educa- 
tion, she charged, is “a naked lust for na- 
tional power rather than a pious bene- 
ficence.” 


Does that mean that counties ear- 
marked for grants or who already have 
received such allocations for years had 
better send the money back from whence 
it came? 


If so there is a need for more support 
at the local level than that which ever has 
existed. When blasting federal aid, why 
don’t congressmen urge their constitu- 
ents to raise their local taxes in order to 
make up the difference? 


Or would that be politically unwise?

Perils Democrats 


WASHINGTON—The party platforms so sol- 
emnly adopted by national political conventions 
usually are about as important to the subse- 
quent presidential campaign as are the limp posters left 


hanging in 


the hotel suites of defeated candidates for the nomination. Things 
will be different this time, specifically for the Democrats. 


For not only civil rights will 
embroil them. It is now certain 
that a far more profound issue 
will bitterly engage the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Los 
Angeles. This is foreign policy. 

The Democratic Party today is 
deeply divided over what line the 
convention should take over the 
broken summit conference and 
what cold war policy should be 
recommended for the future. 

The simple truth is this: The 
less restraint and wisdom shown 
by the Democrats in handling 
this question the more likely it 
will be that whoever they choose 
for president will be taken by 
Nixon. 

A Democratic group centering 
about Stevenson and Sen. Ken- 
nedy, the presidential front-run- 
ner, seems determined to carry 
summit criticism of President 
Eisenhower past the point of no 
return. Some of this criticism is 
valid, academically. And it may 
wow the college audiences and the 
ladies’ study groups as Stevenson 
twice wowed such groups in los- 
ing presidential elections. 

If it goes much further in its 
present waspish tone, however, 
there will be two certain conse- 
quences: 1. The country itself 
will be made to appear unduly 
divided amid a world crisis.

The Johnson-Truman group be- 
lieves extreme foreign policy 
criticism of any — repeat any — 
President while this nation is in 
trouble abroad is neither right 
nor politically sound. 

But it is the Kennedy-Steven- 
son forces which are more likely 
to control the platform commit- 
tee. Its designated chairman, 
Rep. Bowles of Connecticut, is a 
Kennedy man all the way. Any 
suggestion that any of these gen- 
tlemen is an “appeaser” is, of 
course, nonsense. But the un- 
doubted fact that they are sin- 
cere and honorable does not alter 
the fact that they are most 
unwise. 

The central Democratic neces- 
sity is somehow to mute the 
Stevenson-Kennedy line in the 
platform committee — for the 
sake of Kennedy himself should 
he emerge the nominee.

Gunmen had the drop and 


took the officers’ service re- 
volvers. 


Veteran newsmen tried to 
placate the policeman protest- 
ing the coverage. ‘‘When offi- 
cers have turned out as heroes, 
Capturing killers and conduct- 
ing themselves bravely, we 
wrote that. And if the story de- 
manded, we put it out front.”

Rescue workers digging into 
landslides and the debris of refu- 
gee shacks left in the wake of 
the 118-mile-an-hour typhoon, said 
the final death toll may never be 
known. 


Police said 28 bodies have so far 
been recovered; 12 to 20 more 
persons are feared dead: 30 others 
are missing; 26 are seriously in- 
oy and 17 more are in hospi- 
tals. 


More than 4,200 homeless have 
been registered with local welfare 
organizations, but rescue workers 
said several thousand others—un- 
registered fishermen and refugees 
probably lost their home. Prop- 
erty damage was expected to run 
into millions of dollars. 


Worst hit were about 300,000 
refugees who live in the tin and 
tarpaper shacks that cling pre- 
cariously to the rocky hillsides of 
Hong Kong.

10 Million | 
May Get 
Tax Break 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Sen- 
ate Finance Committee voted 12- 
5 Thursday to grant a special tax 
break to an estimated 10 million 
self-employed persons if they set 
up their own retirement plans. 


The measure was worked out 
after a series of lengthy closed- 
door sessions and incorporated 
many changes recommended by 
the Treasury department to make 
it more acceptable to the admin- 
istration. 


It also represented a sharp cut- 
back in the original House-passed 
bill which would cost $350,000,000 
in annual tax revenues. Spokes- 
men estimated the House version 
would cost the Treasury between 
$150,000,000 and $250,000,000. 


It would allow an estimated 10 
million doctors, lawyers, farmers, 
small businessmen and other self- 
employed persons to defer income 
taxes on amounts placed in pen- 
sion funds until the money is 
withdrawn. 


However, the privilege would 
be limited to annual payments 
into a retirement fund of 10 per 
cent of their income, or $2,500, 
whichever is smaller. Thus a 
person earning $25,000 a year 
could trim his annual tax bill by 


‘at least 10 per cent.

Poets Held 
More Vital 
Than Math 


“The world needs a great poet 


more than it needs a mathema- 
tician, and a world politician 
more than a scientist,”” Dr. Wil- 
lard E. Goslin told the Georgia 
Vocational Assn. Thursday night. 


Goslin, a silver-haired Missou- 
rian, chairman of the division of 
educational administration at 
George Peabody College, ad- 
dressed the evening session at 
the group’s 13th annual confer- 
ence in the Biltmore Hotel. 


Goslin advocated a balanced 
educational program:for America 
which holds on to the basic value 
of the “dignity and significance 
of the individual human being.”’ 


“There is nothing about IQ or 
who can jump the highest on any- 
one’s test’’ in the balanced edu- 
cation program, Dr. Goslin said. 
“The program must be designed 
to serve the whole spectrum of 
American youth.” 


Goslin expressed disgust with 
fellow Americans who feel their 
democracy is shelved. He said 
America had progressed in de- 
mocracy and is continuing to do 
so. “There is no way to come 
into the possession of freedom 
and know beforehand how to man- 
age it well,” he said. 


In developing his point, he 
asked American women if they 
would like to go back to the1800s, 
or even the 1900s, when they had 
less freedom than today. He said 
he would ask the same question 
of the American Negro, “‘who is 
impatient, and understandably so 
(for more democratic freedoms) .”

LONDON (UPI)—Nikita S. Khrushchev is embroiled in an intense 
policy struggle with Kremlin factions and is battling to justify his 


summit-wrecking policies, neutral 


The Soviet Premier's truculence 
in recent days and his chip-on- 
the-shoulder attitude toward the 
United States were attributed to 
the internal situation. 


There was no question that he 
was on the way out. There is no 
single personality in the Kremlin 
now who could be considered a 
serious rival to Khrushchev. The 
UPI informants said the quarrel 
behind the walls on Red Square 
does not bear the familiar mark- 
ings of the Stalin purge era. 


The neutral diplomats reported 
this lineup in the Kremlin dis- 
pute: 


One group is composed of those 
who disapproved of Khrushchev’s 
co-existence policy, the hard-core 
Stalinists, some army men and 
the supporters of Communist Chi- 
na’s get-tough policy.

grossly abused.”

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Railroad 
freight car loadings in the South- 
east will increase 1.6 per cent 
over a year ago to a total of 
996,754 during the third quarter 
of 1960, the Southeast Shippers 
Advisory Board predicted here 
Thursday. 


Members of the Board’s 2 
commodity groups noted that dur- 
ing last year’s July-September 
period shipments of many com- 
modities were curtailed because 
of the steel strike. 


Twelve of the commodity 
groups are expected to account 
for the coming quarter's antici- 
pated gain of 15,467 freight cars 
loaded in the Southeast. 


Iron and steel shipments are 
forecast 17 per cent higher than 
a year ago, coal and coke 10 
per cent, petroleum products 7 
per cent, phosphate rock 7 per 
and 
sugar 5 per cent, 


Four key groups who look for 
reductions in their rail shipments 
are cement, down 10 per cent; 
fresh fruits and vegetables, 10 
per cent; and cotton, 5 per cent. 

Expected to be approximately 
the same as a year ago are load- 
ings of building materials, aggre- 
gates, furniture, grain products, 
lumber and forest products, and 
paper.

(Directors of the Atlanta bank 
are scheduled to meet in Atlanta 
Friday, and sometime during the 
afternoon are expected to an- 
nounce whether the discount rate 
will be lowered in the sixth 
federal reserve district area of 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama, 
and parts of Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee. ) 


Last week's discount rate cut 
tuoched off speculation that com- 
mercial banks would respond by 
lowering their rates on loans to 
the public. They have not yet 
done so.
